EXPORT DEMAND TO 
BRING TRADE BOOM 


Nearly 40,000 Bales of Cot- 
ton Shipped Yesterday 
Under England’s Pledge 
That None Shall Be 
Seized; More Foodstuffs

Army officers of the English, French 
and Russian governments, who havs 
been in St. Louis for several weeks 
buying large quantities of war supplies, 
have been given an order to buy 20,000 
additional head of horses and mules in 
Missouri and Southern Illinois, accord- 
ing to reports current in business cir- 


cles today. 
A uniform price of $270 is being paid 


for each horse meeting the requirements 
for army purposes. The order will mean 
the distribution of $5,400,000 of money 
from St. Louis. 

Four representatives of the French 
Government, working under _  instruc- 
“ors from St. Louis, are inspecting 
‘fF rly 1000 horses that have been sent 
to Springfield. 

The French Government has also 
bought nearly 100,000 barrels of flour, and 
great quantities of other provisions for 
the army in St. Louis. Orders also 
have been placed with local shoe fac- 
tories for many thousands of pairs of 
shoes for arfny purposes. 

The army officers representing the 
allies have enjoined secrecy upon the 
merchants, manufacturers and jobbers 
from whom they have made purchases. 
They do not wish it to become known 


that’ supplies, are being shipped from j* 


this country to Europe, fearing that this 
information might get to Germany, and 
an effort be made to capture or destroy 
the ships conveying the supplies. 
‘Representatives of the German Gov- 
ernment also are said to have visited 
St. Louis recently to try to purchase 
horses. It was reported in business cir- 
cles that the Germans were willing to 
pay $600 each.for horses, but the inabil- 
ity of Germany to insure safe transpor- 
tation for army equipment from the 
United States prevented any purchases 
from being made in St. Louis.

TRADE BOOM IN 
EXPORT DEMAND 


Cotton and Foodstuff Shipments 
Increase and Experts See 
Big Business Revival. 

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Government 
experts predict a great revival of busi- 
ness, because of an increased demafd 

for American products. 

Secretary McAdoo of the Treasury told 
Senator Simmons of the Finance Com- 
mittee today the cotton situation in the 
South soon would be solved. He pointed 
to the fact that nearly 4,000 bales of 
cotton were exported from this country 
Tuesday, and that there was a growing 
demand for cotton in Great Britain, 
France and Germany, as well as by the 
neutral nations. 

McAdoo thinks the people of the United 
States are beginning to adjust them- 
selves to the new conditions forced upon 
them by the Luropean war. The pan- 
icky feeling is gradually passing, he 
says, and business men will change 
their plans to meet the new demands. 

of Foodstuffs Heavy. 

The following figures, compiled by an 
expert in the Department of Commerce, 
show the trend of demands made on the 
United States because of the Eurepean 
war: 

In September, 1918, this country ex- 
ported to foreign nations 260,000 bushels 
or barley and got back for it $163,000. 
Last month this country exported 2,- 
800,000 bushels of barley and got for it 
the sur of $1,750,000. 

This country shipped to foreign na- 
tions last year, during September, 300,- 
000 bushels of oats and received for them 
$150,000; the same month this year 10,- 
750,000 bushels were exported and the 
sum paid for them was $6,000,000. The 
oats have been sent to the fighting na- 
tions for their horses. 

In September, 1913, 1,500,000 pounds of 
rice were shipped to foreign countries. 
This brought $66,000. This year, during 
the same month, 10,600,000 pounds were 
exported and the sum paid was $475,000, 

The figures on rye for the September 
of the two years were: 1913, 146,000 bush- 
els at $92,000; 1914, 712,000 bushels at $830, - 
000. ; 
For wheat the figures were: Septem- 
ber, 1913, 12,000,000 bushels at $11,200,000; 
this year, 26,000,000 bushels at $29,250,000. 

The total value of exports of food- 
stuffs for September of last year was 
$18,500,000, against 446,500,000 for the same 
month of this yesr, showing a differ-

For such a threat, in these bitter 
words, is held over the heads of his ersat- 
while disciples and patrons in a letter 
which Sadakichi has sent to a St. Louis 
friend, in reply to inquiries as to wheth- 
er he intended to make amends for a 
few peccadillos of nonpayment commit- 
ted while in our midst. 


Sadakichi, it would seem from what 
can be learned about it all, was some- 
what “short” himéelf when, some 
months ago, he wended his indignant 
way to a more artistic atmosphere. 
When he shook the dust of St. Louis 
from his temperamental feet, some 
“dust,"’ as the report goes, would have 
béen welcome to several of his credit- 
ors. . 

His letter was written to Charles R.

“KING WITH MOTORMEN 
IS CALLED PUBLIC MENACE 


Witness Before Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission Criticises Policemen and 
City Firemen. 


Policemen and city firemen who ride 
on the sandbox and talk to the motor- 
man constitute one of St. Louis’ great- 
est street railways evila and are a 


menace to public safety, according to 
testimony given before the Missouri 
Public Service Coromission at the Plant- 
ers Hotel today by J. L. Harrop, chief 
engineer for the commission. 

Harrop was the first witness at the 
commission's hearing on the street rail- 
way situation, held at the instance of 
the West End Business Men's Asso- 
ciation -and other civic organizations. 
He was reading and analyzing his offi- 
cial report on the service of the United 
Railways: Co., recently published ex- 
clusively in the Post-Dispatch, when he 
digressed to tell of the sandbox habits 
of policemen and firemen. 

Advises reer Complaints. 

“Something hould be done about it,’ 
said Harrop. ‘‘Complaints should be 
fied with the Chief of Police and the 
Chief of the Fire Department. A motor- 
man should not be talked to while on 
duty. He should direct all of his at- 
tention to operating his car. Most pas- 
sengers seem to understand this, but 
policemen and firemen seem to ignore 
it. If the motorman’s attention is dis- 
tracted from his work the result might 
be serious.” 

Harrop went through his long report 
at the suggestion of John M. Atkinson, 
chairman of the commission, after Eph- 
rim Caplan, attorney for the West End 
Business Men's Association, had an- 
nounced he wished to question Harrop 
on many points covered in tho report. 
Atkinson said. it. would be best to have 
Harrop first analyze the report and that 
later he could be questioned on specific 
points. 

Atkinson frequently suggested to Har-

It became known today that the 
attorneys will use one of the commis- 
sion’s recent opinions in support of 
their contention that the service is not 
adequate. 


The opinion was written by Commis- 
sioner William F. Woerner, after hear- 
ing complaints that the Union avenue 
service was not adequate. The commis- 
sion refused to grant the relief asked 
in the Union avenue line case on the 
ground that conditions on that line were 
no worse than in other parts of the 
city, and suggested that complaints in- 
volving the complete system be filed. 
Commissioner Woerfner said: 

“The archaic heating system in vogue 
on most of the street cars produces 
great disparity in the tempefature in 
different parts of the same car at the 
same time, both extremes bringing dis- 
comfort to the passengers packed in the 
cars. Closely related thereto is the 
method of ntilation, to which the 
same criticism may be applied, though 
in less degree.

WHAT S A SALOON? 
PULZLES EXCISE 
GUMMISSIONER 


Members of Clubs Doubtful 
About Their Right to Have 
Dances or Card Parties. 


“What constitutes a saloon?’ is tthe 
question puzzling Excise Commissioner 
Anderson since he began studying the 
decision of the Missoufi Supreme Court 
in the St. Louls and Missouri Athletic 
club cases, which held that all clubs 
must take out saloon licenses if they 
sell liquor. 

Members of clubs are doubtful about 
their right to have dances or card par- 
ties in the club rooms, as such affairs 
are forbidden in saloons. These ques- 
tions heretofore have been decided after 
the Excise Commissioner has made in- 
quiry into the arrangement of the bulld- 
ing and the general conditions sur- 
rounding each particular case. 

When Thomas E. Mulvihill was Ex- 
cise Commissioner he ruled that if a 
bar were enclosed under lock and key 
during the hours thaf it was to remain 
closed, other portions of the same build- 
ing and of the same room might be kept 
open for business provided no liquor was 
sold or served. This ruling was itn the 
case of McTague’s restaurant, where the 
grill room was operated on Sunday and 
all night, with the bar portion screened 
off with temporary wooden partitions 
secured by a padiock. 

Groceries and saloons, operated in 
combination under the same roof, but 
separated by a wall with a door for 
communication, have been permitted, 
with the understanding that the door 
between them would be kept locked dur- 
ing the hours In which the saloon must 
be closed.

TOKIO, Oct. 29.—The British embassy hears that the German 
cruiser Emden, flying the Japanese flag and disguised by the ad- 
dition of a fourth smokestack, entered Penang, a British posses- 
sion in the Straits Settlements, and fired torpedoes which sank 
the Russian cruiser Jemtchug and a French destroyer. | 

The Emden’s entrance into the waters of Penang wag au- 
dacious. She came under the guns of the fort, and, after sinking 
the cruiser and the destroyer, escaped through the Strait of Ma- 
lacci. The fate of the crew on board the Jemtchug is not known 
here. Merchant vessels of the belligerent nations are taking. netnet. 
at Colombo, Ceylon. 


The Russian cruised Jemtchug was a boat of about 3100 tons and waa tald” 
down in 1902. Her main battery consisted of six 4.7-inch guns and she had a 
speed of 24 knots. She carried a crew Of 334 men. After the battle of the Sea 
of Japan, during the Russian-Japanese War in 196, the Jemtchug was interned 
at Manila. 

For the Emden to disguise herself by flying Japanese flags was not con- 
trary to the regularly recognised practices of war, naval officials in Wash» 
ington pointed out today. Before firing on a foreign ship, however, or comé.. 
mitting any other hostile act, they say, the Emden would be compelled, un- 
der international law, to haul down the foreign flags and hoist those of her 
own country. 

The Emden’s previous record, during her cruise in the Indian Ocean, com- 
prised the sinking of 14 British trade steamers and one Japanese trade 
steamer and the capture of three other British vessels. The British steam- 
ers sunk, according to previous reports, were the Indus, Lovaal, Killim, Diplo- 
mat and Frabbeck, near Calcutta in September; the Tumeric, King Dud, Ribe- 
ria and Foyle, a few days later, near Rangoon, Burmah; and in October. 
near Cochin, British India, the Chilkana Troilus, Benmohr and Clan 
and the dredger Pourabble. The Japanese steamer sunk by the Emden in 
the Indian Ocean was the Kamasal:a Maru. 


French Advance. at Several Points, 
Particularly Near Ypres and Arras 


PARIS, Oct. 29.—The official announcement given out in Paris this 
afternoon says that yesterday the French troops made progress at several 
points on the line, but particularly around Ypres to the south of Arras. 

The communication follows: 

‘‘During the day of yesterday we made progress at sevetal points along 
the line of battle, but particularly around Ypres and to the south of Arras. 
‘‘There is nothing new on the front between Nieuport and Dixmade, 

‘*‘Between the Aisne and the Argonne we took possession of some 
trenches occupied by the enemy and not one of the partial attacks undertaken 
by the Germans resulted successfully. 

‘“We advanced also in the Forest of Apremont.’’ 

The official communication issued by the War Office last night said: 

‘‘In Belgium two night attacks attempted by the enemy in the region 
of Dixmude have been repulsed. The German effort on the front between 
Nieuport and Dixmude appears to be moderating. Our offensive continues to 
the north of Ypres. 

‘‘Between La Bassee and Lens there has been slight progress on our

‘ ‘*On the remainder of the front there is nothing to report.’’ 

A squadron of British torpedo boat destroyers has sunk in the Adriatis 
a German steamer which had been converted into a cruiser, according to @ 
dispatch from Barcelona to the Havas News Agency.

Allies Now Firmly Hold Nic-->o rt-Dixmude Line. 

Real success has been attained by the allies, who have not only pre 
vented a breach in their lines but have made considerable progress and now 
firmly hold the line from Nieuport to Dixmude and on to the acighberhody 
of Lille. 

The German lines have been visibly thinned to the south of Lille ia 
St. Quentin and along the lines of trenches Jeading to the eastern frontier, 
but in the neighborhood of Craonne and Berry-Au-Bac, on the Aisne, where 
Gen. von Kluck is commanding, the German forces are in great strength. 

It is believed that the German troops, who captured Antwerp are now 
massed near the Belgian coast and that additional divisions are assisting 
them which have been brought from the long front. 

A recurrence of the German offensive was expected near Oraonne, 
where Gen. von Kluck started a sharp diversion to test the strength of 1 
allies’ lines, and was thrown back.

All dispatches seem to agree that there was a temporary lull yester- 
dwy between Nieuport and Ypres, but the reports are far from unanimous 
as to whether this was due to an armistice to bury the dead and remove 
the wounded, which must be numerous on the field, or whether it was 
caused by the exhaustion of the contending forces or os German lack of

ton to Germany. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—The British 
| Gov ernment, having assured the State 
Department at Washington that cot- 
ton, not being contraband, would be 
allowed to go through to Germany 
and Austria, American vessels are 
being sought to carry abroad the first 
shipments. Robert F. Rose, foreign 
trade adviser of ‘the State Depart- 
ment,*in making this announcement 
here today, said that the cotton 
would either be unloaded at ports in 
Holland and transported into Ger- 
many by rail, or shipped direct to 
Germany. 

It is planned to have the vessels 
bring back dye stuffs, cyanide, chem- 
icals, medicines, sugar beet seed and 
potash on their return trips. Although 
Germany has lifted the embargo on 
— products, it has been stipulated 
that cyanide and dystuffs must be 
earried in American bottoms. For 
that reason American vessels are 
being sought to carry cotton abroad. 

The Matanzas, the first steamer 
laden with dyestuffs from Germany 
since the embargo was lifted, left 
Rotterdam for New York today, and 
the Sun, an American steamer, will 
leave Rotterdam Nov. 1 with the first 
cargo of cyanide. It is estimated that 
the pfosperity of 600,000 American 
textile workers depends on a free 
movement of German dyestuffs, and 
it is stated that thé owners of Amer- 
ican gold and silver mines depend 
upon German cyanide to extract those 
metals. 


Foreign Orders in Chicago Territory

It 
reached the surburbs of Warsaw, 
and now German armies are standing

that the rapid retreat of the Ger- 
mans must be expensive aad, may- 
be, dangerous.

The country on 
which the Germans advanced has 
been wasted, is served by few rail- 
ways, presumably destroyed. Fi- 
nally, the inhabitants are reported 
to be carrying on guerilla warfare 
in the German rear, to be making 
another Belgian resistance.

Although the Supreme Court, on April 
1, last, dismissed an appeal taken by 
John Jackson Cole, son of Amedee B. 
Cole of 3705 Lindell boulevard, from a 
sentence of a year in jail given by Cir- 
cuit Judge Wurdeman at Clayton, Cole 
is at liberty and never has served one 
day of the sentence. Cole was found 
guilty of assault with intent to kill. 
Besides the jail term he was fined $500. 

Cc. Cc. Wolff, clerk of the St. Louis 
County Circuit Court, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that he did not 
receive the mandate of the Suprem- 
Court. Judge Wurdeman said he had 
never seen the mandate or heard that it 
arrived in Clayton. 

The records of the Supreme Court 
clerk’s office a* *sfferson City show that 
the mandate was mailed to the Circuit 
Clerk of St. Louis County April 15, 1914. 
It was not sent by registered mail. 

Says He Never Saw Mandate. 

BE. R. Chappell, Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, said he read of the Su- 
preme Court decision in the Cole 
case in the newspapers about the time 
the order was made. He said he chen 
went to 8. Mark Dodd, then clerk in 
Judge Wurdeman’s court, and asked to 
see the mandate. Dodd, Chappell said, 
declared Judge Wurdeman had_ the 
mandate and had instructed him 
(Dodd) not to file it for the present. 

Today Dodd told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he never had seen the mnan- 
date and had no recollection of the 
alleged conversation with Chappell. 

Dodd is a member of the Republican 
State Committee. 

The usual form when a mandate is re- 
ceived is for the Sheriff to be furnished 
by the Court with a capias calling for 
immediate arrest. The Sheriff's office 
at Clayton has no record of a capias 
in the Cole case. | 

Between the time of Cole’s conviction 
in the Clayton Court and the dismissal 
of the appeal, several attempts were 
made by Arthur N. Sager, attorney for 
Cole, to have him paroled on the jail 
sentence. 

Lashly Prevented Parole. 

A. V. Lashly, Prosecuting Attorney of 
St. Louls County, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the first time Sager came 
to him in connection with the case, 
Sager told him that Judge Wurdeman 
would grant a parole provided Lashly 
would RECOMMEND it. Lashly replied 
he would not recommend it. 

On a #écond occasion Sager told Lash- 
ly the Court would grant a parole ‘f 
Lashly WOULD CONSENT to it. Lash- 
ly said he would not consent to it. 

A third time Sager informed Lashly 
that Judge Wurdeman would grant the 
parole if Lashly WOULD NOT OPPOSE 
it. Lashly answered that he would op- 
pose it. 

“Cole ought to be in jail today,” 
said Lashly, “and he ought to have 
been there for seven months.’ 

Cole is said to be farming in Arkan. 
sas. 

Released on 82000 Bond. 

Cole was convicted Jan. 27, 1913, of a 
charge of assault, with intent to kill, on 
Oliver Heimbuecher of Kirkwood. The 
attack for which he was tried was made 
June 9, 1910. 

After the sentence Cole was released 
on a $2000 bond signed by John Collins. 
An appeal to the Supreme Court was 
perfected Jan. 22, 1914. 

The arrest of Cole, Nov, 16, 1912, more 
than two years after the assault, fol- 
lowed a quarrel between Cole and has 
father, Amedee Cole, over the distribu- 
tion of the large estate of Nathan Cole. 
An alienation sult for $60,000 by young 
Cole’s wife against his uncle, Dr. F. Er- 
nest Cole, was another phase of the fam- 
ily differences. 

During the course of the Heimbuecher 
trial Amedee Cole admitted he had 
agreed in 1910 to keep his son out of the 
State if Heimbuecher would not prose- 
cute, In September, 1912, however, Ame- 
Gee Cole testified, he told the Heim- 
buechers his son had returned to the 
State and that he had been drinking 
heavily. It was then that the warrant 
was sworn out for the arrest of Cole.

Germany Enacts Grain Laws; 
More Flour, Less Distilling 


BERLIN, via London, Oct. 9%-—The 
Bundesrath met yesterday to discuss 
ways and means of conserving the food 
supply for the people during the com- 
ing year and decided that, with certain 
expedients, the grain supply would be 
ample until the 1915 crop is harvested. 
The mills will be allowed to .convert 
larger percentages of grain into flour, 
two per cent of rye may be added to 
wheat flour, and 20 per cent of potato 
flour may be added to rye. 

It was also decided to prohibit the 
feeding of wheat and rye to livestock, 
whereas heretofore one-fourth of the 
rye yield was consumed in this man- 
ner. It was further decided to restrict 
the amount of rye used for distilling 
spirits to 60 per cent of the normal con- 
sumption. The hoarding of grain for 
speculative purposes is prohibited, and 
compulsory selling under expropriating 
percentages is provided for. 

The Bundesrath adopted a scale of 
maximum prices for grain. The max- 
imum price of rye is 220 marks ($55) 
a ton for Berlin, with a proportional 
difference for other cities. The price 
of wheat remain 40 marks higher than 
rye. 

The German Red Cross has received 
a contribution of -150,000 marks ($37,500 
from the German-Austrian Relief Com- 
mittee of Chicago. A contribution of 
200,000 marks has already been received 
from this committee.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Additional 
contributions of $8000 each from

Harvey Huber Says Revolver 
Was Discharged as He 
Picked It Up. 


ADMITS THEY QUARRELED 
His Mother Asserts She Hid 


Pistol on Porch Afterward 
to Shield Son. 


Harvey Nelson Huber, 21 years old, 
who shot and killed Mrs. Helen Bartels 
Manley, 18 years old, last night at the 
home of his mother, Mrs. Fannie Huber 
at 1415 North Pendleton avenue, where 
both lived, insisted this morning thec 
the shooting was accidental. 

He said he went into Mrs. Manley’s 
room with a revolver in his right hand, 
“to pacify her,’’ after a quarrel earlier 
in the evening, and that the revolver 
was accidentally discharged as he was 
about to leave the room. The revol- 
ver, he said, was in his hand, but he 
denied he pulled the trigger. 

Mrs. Manley was a divorcee. She 
went to live at the Huber home a week 
ago. Until then she had lived with her 
mother and her step-father, G. S. Bas- 
tin, of 342 Eads avenue. 

First Said He Shot Self. 

Police were called to the Huber home 
at 10:45 p. m. by Albert Schuster, a 
roomer there, who said a woman had 
been murdered. They found Huber 
standing in the second-floor hall. At 
first he denied anything had happened. 
Then he said he had accidentally dis- 
charged a revolver and had shot him- 
self in the leg. Policemen could find no 
wound on him. 

Huber’s mother was weeping in a rear 
room. She also at first denied anything 
had happened but finally said: ‘Open 
the door of the front hall room and 
you'll find her.” 

Mrs. Manley was found dead on a 
mattress on the floor in the hall room. 
She was in her nightgown and her po- 
sition caused some of the policemen to 
investigate their theory that she might 
have been shot while asleep. She lay 
on her right side with her head on her 
right arm. There was a bullet wound 
in her left cheek. A physician said she 
had been dead about 20 minutes. 

Huber was arrested and Schuster was 
held as a witness. Mrs. Huber and 
her. 56-year-old grandchild, Grace Mc- 
Fintee, daughter of Mrs. Hazel McEn- 
tee of 3821 Cottage avenue, were taken 
to the matron’s detention room at police 
headquarters. 

Mrs. Manley was about to become a 
mother. She tried to get a home with 
a sister, but was refused. Mrs. Huber 
said she took the girl in out of kind- 
ness. 

Mrs. Huber told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Mrs. Manley went to the Mc- 
Entee home yesterday afternoon, leav- 
ing a note asking Huber to call there 
for her in the evening and take her and 
little Grace McEntee to a picture show. 
Huber kept the appointment. 

Mrs. McEntee said that when he ar- 
rived at her home he and Mrs. Manley 
quarreled because he was late. They 
were still quarreling when they and the 
little girl left for the picture show. It 
had been arranged that the child was 
to go to the Huber home with them and 
spend the night there. 

Mrs. Manley and the child arrived at 
the Huber home about 10:15. They said 
Huber had stopped at a saloon. Mrs. 
Manley went to her room and Mrs. Hu- 
ber sat up to await her son’s return. 

His Mother Tells Her Story. 

Becoming uneasy, Mrs. Hubert sent 
Schuster to the saloon. He returned a 
few minutes later with Huber. After 
telling his mother good-night, Huber 
went to his room, which adjoined Mrs. 
Manley’s. Ten minutes later Mrs. Hu- 
ber heard a shot. She says she went 
into the hall and met her son coming 
from his room. 

“She is shot,"’ said Huber. Mrs. Hu- 
ber said she screamed and her son ex- 
claimed: “Shut up. It was an accident. ’ 

With the thought only of shielding 
her son, Mrs. Huber said, she went to 
her son’s room, got the revolver and 
cartridges and hid them on the back 
steps. They were found there by po- 
licemen. 

At the Deer Street Police Station to- 
day Huber admitted he and Mrs. Manlev 
quarreled last night because he was late 
in keeping his appointment with her. He 
said he had been drinking in the after- 
noon, but that he put in a full day's 
work as a tinner and was not intoxi- 
cated when he arrived home. 

“Schuster came into the saloon and 
told me I'd better go home, because 
Mrs. Manley was in her room crying."’ 
said Huber. “I went to my room. Mrs. 
Manley was still crying. I went into 
her room to pacify her, carrying my 
revolver in my right hand. I put the 
revolver down on the mattress and 
knelt down and tried to quiet her. Ther. 
I picked up the revolver. It went off 
but I didn’t pull the trigger. I don’t 
know what discharged it.” 

Asked why he took the revolver into 
the room, he said: “I guess because 
I loved it so much.” 

Huber said he was separated from his 
wife, one reason being that she ob- 
jected to his friendship for Mrs. Manley. 
whom he had known about a year. He 
said he had intended to marry Mrs. 
Manley if he could obtain a divorce. 

Mrs. Maniley’s mother, Mrs. Bastin, 
said her daughter was married when 16 
years old and separated from her hus- 
band, Robert Manley, three days later 

Huber was arrested Nov. 2 last on a 
charge of carrying a revolver and served 
a 60-days workhouse sentence. His 
mother says that three weeks ago he 
purchased the revolver with which he 
killed Mrs. Manley, and that he bought 
the cartridges Tuesday.

MAN WHO KILLED 
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STATE RESCUER 
QUICKLY REACHED 
ROYALTON MINE 


114 Men and Equipment at 
-Scene of Disaster in 2 Hours 
in First Test of Efficiency. 


DEATH LIST IS 48 


Only Two Bodies Are Yet Uni- 
dentified—Majority Buried 
in Village Cemetery. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


ROYALTON, IIl., Oct. 29.—The mine 
disaster here, in which 48 men lost 
their lives, the worst that has occurred 
in recent years in the Southern Illinois 


coal belt, put the efficiency of the State 
Mine Rescue teams to a test for the 
first time. 

Within two hours after calls for help 
went from Royalton to the other coal 
towns of the district, 114 men were at 
the scene with their equipment for life- 
rsaving. Like firemen responding to an 
alarm, they had rushed in automobiles 
from Benton, 25 miles away; from Har- 
risburg, 35 miles away; from El Do- 
rado, 40 miles away; from West Frank- 
fort, 20 miles away; from Dewmain, 15 
miles away; from Christopher, 10 miles 
away; from Orient, nine miles away, 


in another two hours representatives of 
teams in a dozen other towns arrived. 

There was little opportunity for the 
saving of lives, because the 48 had per- 
ished quickly from the explosion or 
had been strangled by the after damp. 
The 300 miners who were not killed or 
crippled by the explosion were able to 
reach the bottom of the main shaft, 
from where they were hoisted to the 
surface. 


Go About Work Quickly. 

When the rescue teams arrived it was 
velieved there were many men impris- 
oned in the mine. While the miners’ 
wives and children crowded about the 
shaft the trained rescue men went 
quickly and methodically about their 
work. 

Under the direction of State Mine In- 
spector Oscar Cartledge, George L. 
Morgan and James Reed were detailed 
to various duties. Morgan, «Ed Laugh- 
ron, James Foster, Tom Carraher and 
Dr. Springs went below to ascertain the 
conditions. 

Another squad set up the oxygen 
tanks and began filling the helmets and 
rigging up the portable electric light 
batteries. 

The report from below was that the 
mine had not been badly wrecked and 
that the after damp was being drawn 
out by the ventilator fan, but that it 
was unsafe to explore the distant 
entries and rooms without helmets. 

Squads of helmet men, looking like 
Ceep sea divers, were sent down and 
went forward through the entries, pro- 
tected by their helmets from the deadly 
after damp, but their. lives endangered 
by maseges of coal that might have been 
loosened by the explosion. 


Doctors Sent Inte Mine. 

Almost as quickly as the rescue men 
had reached the mine, 6 doctors, who 
came from the coal belt towns in auto- 
mobiles, were at the shaft offering 
their services. As many as could work 
t» advantage were sent to the bottom. 
Not being supplied with helmets they 
had to wait at the bottom of the shaft 
fcr such burned, maimed or suffocating 
men as might be brought to them out 
of the black passages by the rescuers. 

The rescuers, pressing along the main 
west entry toward the third and fourth 
north entries, where the explosion had 
occurred, came presently upon a hud- 
died form that had been a man, lying 
as he had fallen when the fiery biast 
struck him, with his face buried in the 
Aust of the tunnel and his arms thrown 
about his head. His lamp had been 
knocked from his cap and extinguished 
end it and his dinner bucket were lying 
near the body. 

The men knew the miner was beyond 
the help of doctors, but they gathered 
up the body and carried it back to the 
air shaft. 

After that the searchers found many 
miners. They had fallen where the 
flames and debris had caught them, as 
they plodded through the entry on the 
‘way to their working rooms. A few 
were found in their rooms, where the 
blast had reached them as they were 
wetting ready to go to work. Nearly 
all were clearly beyond help but they 
were all hurried back to the shaft 
where the doctors viewed them and had 
the bodies hoisted 320 feet to the sur- 
face. 

When Phillip Parrott was found he 
was ative. The stretcher men ran, 
stumbling, through the entry to the 
shaft and the doctors said there was a 
chance. The cage shot to the surface 
with him and the pulmotor was used, 
but in a little while he died. 


One Man Is Revived. 

Late in the afternoon the Madison 
Coal Corporation negro squad found 
Mike Polkas in the third northwest en- 
try, 1000 yarde from the shaft. He was 
prone but his cap was on his head and 
the lamp attached to it was burning. 
He was alive but in a stupor. The ne- 
groes marveled that his lamp should 
be burning and sent him to the shaft, 
where the fresh air revived him. He 
said the explosion stunned him, but that 
he was conscious at intervals and had 
three times refilled his lamp with car- 
bide and kept it burning to drive away 
the blackness and the fear of death. 

After midnight a body was found that 
was still warm, but the pulmotor was 
used in vain. 

Most of the bodies were identified by 
the metal checks found tn their pockets, 
which had been given to them by the 
check weighman as they entered the pit. 
All except two have been Identified. 

About 10 of the bodies were shipped 
away to relatives. Tho rest will be 
buried today in the village cemetery. 


All but six of the dead were foreigners.

Turn Verein Claims Exemption. 

Paul Sommers, premdent of the St 
Louis Turnverein, says the society has 
been advised by its attorneys that its 
charter, a special act of the Legisla- 
ture, passed 64 years ago, exempts ic 
from the necessity of taking out a li- 
cense by providing that the Turnverein 
may ‘“‘sel] beer to maintain its school 
and library. 

Sommers thinks a special legislative 
act, repealing or amending this charter, 
would be required to force a saloon lii- 
cense on the Turnverein. The permf- 
sion runs only to the sale of ‘‘beer’’ and 
not liquors, Sommers said. It is the 
only charter of that kind held in St 
Louis, according to Sommers.

Ice in Weddell Sea.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 29.—I send you 
my last cable as we start for the Ant- 
arctic. We are leaving now to carry 
on our white warfare and our farewell 
message to our country is that we shall 
de our best to make good. 


Though we shall be shut off from the 
outer world for many months, our

thoughts and prayers will be with our 
brothers fighting at the front. We hope, 
in our small way, to add victories in 
science and discovery to that certain 
victory which our nation will achieve in 
the cause of honor and liberty. 

I have had to make some changes in 
our plans. The most important altera- 
tion in our program is that, instead of 
the Endurance returning to South 
Georgia and Buenos Aires after landing 
members of the expedition, as originally 
intended, she will winter in the Ant- 
arctic. This plan will enable us to use 
practically all the coal on board in an 
effort to make rapid progress to the 
South. 

Dogs in Need of Exercise. 

We are sailing today for South Geor- 
gia. On arrival there all our dogs will 
be landed on one of the small islands 
and be left ashore. They are a very 
prominent part of our equipment and 
-gome of them are suffering slightly from 
want of exercise. They have not been 
off the ship since leaving England. The 
geologists of my staff also will remain 
at South Georgia, where there is use- 
ful scientific work to be done, 

The Endurance will then proceed 
south, to examine the pack ice, and see. 
whether it is loose enough to go into 
without unnecessary delay. After such 
an examination we shall return to South 
Georgia to pick up members of the ex- 
pedition and the dogs, 

Heavy Ice Season Reported. 


The Endurance will be coaled to her 
fullest caapcity, and, proceeding south 
again, we shall push right into the pack 
ice, keeping as much to the eastward 
as possible, in the hope of meeting 
more open water than is likely to be 


found farther westward. From all re- 
- ports, I gather that it is a very heavy 


icé season in the Weddell Sea. I hope 
to winter the vessel] in 77.3 degrees 
south latitude, but, if we gain this 
point at a sufficiently early date, we 
may possibly start on. 

Communication with us will, of course, 
be only one way, for it will not be pos- 
sible for us to transmit messages. The 
Minister of Marine has promised to dis- 


patch a wireless time signal from the 


New Year Island station, which will en- 
able us to correct the chronometers 
from time to time and doubtless we 
shall receive other intelligence. 

We have enjoyed a splendid recep- 
tion here, and the authorities have done

U.S. AGENTS SOLD 


OUT T0 GEN. VILLA 
AVS CARRANZAIST 


First Chief’s Spokesman Also 
Charges Hearst, Otis: and 
Guggenheim Activity. 


EL PASO, Tex, Oct. %—In a state- 
ment made public by Robert F. Pas- 
quiera, a representative of the Carran- 
za faction in Mexico, charges are made 
that representatives of the State De- 
partment at Washington have ‘“‘sold out” 
to the Villa faction, 


The communication, which embodies 
other sensational charges, was forward- 
ed to Washington today, to be deliv- 
ered to the State Department by the 
Mexican agency at the capital. 

It reads in part: 

“To Conastitutionalis§ Headquarters, 

Washington, D. C.: 

‘“T think it is my duty to inform you 
of the facts in this letter so that you 
can communioate to the American De- 
partment of State, that it may be put to 
rights in the matter of our declared 
enemy, Francisco Villa. 

Says Name Villa Is Assumed. 

“Rirst—We have every reason to be- 
lieve that the accredited representatives 
of the American Government (George C. 
Carrothers) has sold out to Francisco 
Villa, alias Doroteo Arango. This is his 
true name. He has assumed the name of 
Francisco Villa only for reasons known 
to himself and history alene will tell 
what crimes his true name of Doroteo 
Arango may hide. This fact we should 
like the State Department and the 
American public to know. 

‘“‘Second—Please tell them that in June 
of this year, when the first breath came 
between this Arango and Gen. Carranza. 
Arango and his officers and agents com- 
mitted several brutal assaults on the 
persons of the Constitutionalist officers 
and employes in Ciudad; looted the 
national treasury, that was then located 
there and at the very moment he was 
openly declaring friendship fer the 
United States he was threatening to 
invade this nation at El Paso and de- 
¢lared to his closest advisers that he 
would conquer the nation in a few 
months’ campaign. 

‘‘Third—Please let them know that 
when a few months ago Arango was de- 
claring that the conduct of the United 
States was justified in the Vera Cruz 
matter he was at the same time swear- 
ing vengeance upon this nation, and 
that while he at that time justified his 
published statements on the ground of 
hatred of the Huertistas and Cientificos 
he is today accepting these same Huer- 
tistas and Ctentificos and ex-Federals 
with open arms and allying himself with 
the very men whom the revolution 
sought to put out of power in Mexico. 

Accuses Hearst and Otis. 

“Fourth—I think that the Washington 
administration and especially Mr. Wil- 
son himself should know, in view of his 
Mobile speech afid in the sentiments 
that he expressed, that the special inter- 
ests that have played such an impor- 
tant part in American politics and sus- 
tained the corrupt administrations cf 
the past are in league with this same 
Arango to put him in power in Mexico 
and enjoy concessions in that country 
and exploit the nation as has hereto- 
fore been done. 

“IT would call attention to the signifj- 
cant fact that the Hearst chain of pa- 
pers, who are in this ceuntry Mr. Wil- 
son’s mortal enemies, are lending their 
columns to the aid of Arango in every 
move that he makes; that Harrison 
Gray Otis of the Los Angeles Times is 
taking the same attitude; that the Gug- 
genheim interests wish to make of Mex- 
ico a field cf exploitation like Alaska 
and Colorado, and to that end are, we 
sincerely believe, lending not only moral 
support, but also financial aid to the 
Arango revolt, hoping to seat Arango 
in a dictator’s chair and thus gain the 
field of exploitation sought.” 


Carranza Did Not Authorize Attack 
on Carrothers, Agent Saya. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Rafael Zu- 
baran Capmany, confidential agent of 
Gen. Carranza here, said at the Mex- 
ican embassy today that the statement 
issued last night by RBberto V. Pes- 
queira, attacking George C. Carroth- 
ers, special agent of the State Depart- 
ment in Mexico, had not been author- 
ized by Gen. Carranza, but was a per- 

sonal expression from Pesquliera. 

The latter was formerly Washington 
representative of Carranza, said Zubar- 
an, but now holds no official position 
under his Government. 


Charges Against Gug«eenheim Inter- 
eats Are Denied. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—A statement to- 
day from the officers of the American 
Smelting and Refining Co. denies the 
charge of Roberto V. Pesquina, for-: 
merly an active agent of Gen. Carranza, 
that the Guggenheim interests had giver: 
moral and financial aid to Gen. Villa. 

“This company’s representative,” says 
the statement, “have been particularly 
careful not to interfere in the politics 


-of Mexico and to refuse all requests 


for financial support of any faction.”’

AWAY WITH CHILD 


H. H. Gerhard Is So Informed 
by Texas Grandmdgher of 
Girl Kidnaped Monday. 


Grandmother Says 
She Has No Word of 
Kidnaped Girl 
BONHAM, Tex., Oct. 2. 
Editor of the Post-Dis- 


To the

“My granddaughter has not ar- 

rived at my home and I have heard 

nothing from the nurse. 
MRS, VIRGINIA CURTIS. | 


Miss Julia Krususky, the nurse who, 
last Monday, kidnaped Virgina Lee Ger- 
hard, 4 years old, of 814 Clara avenue, 
had at least $106 with which to finance 
her sudden flight from the city with the 
child. 

This was learned today by Harry H. 
Gerhard, father of the child, who is 
president of the C. A. Wood Preserver 
Co., when he received a telegram from 
the child's maternal grandmother, Mrs. 
Virginia Curtis of Bonham, Tex., in 
which she said the nurse drew $105 of 
her savings from a bank at Bonham a 
month ago when she started to St. 
Louis to take the child to him. 

Gerhard believed the nurse to have 
only a small sum of money and that it 
would be only a short time until she 
would be compelled to seek aid for 
herself and the child. He said he paid 
her expenses on her trip to St. Louis and 
that she didn’t spend any money while 
here. 

Enlists Aid of Friends. 

He has enlisted the aid of many of his 
frends in the Southwest in his search, 
and has sent each a description of his 
daughter and the nurse with a request 
that they have the police detain both 
if they are found until he can be no- 
tified. 

Through the St. Louis police Ger- 
hard has notified the police in almost 
every town between St. Louis and Bon- 
ham to be on the lookout. He said he 
would pay for information leading to 
the recovery of his daughter and the 
apprehension of the nurse. 

Father Dismissed Nurse. 

Gerhard does not believe the nurse 
contemplated kidnaping the child when 
she left Bonham, as she had ample 
time to take the child away before 
she reached St. Louis. The day before 
the child and the nurse disappeared 
Gerhard told Miss Krususky he thought 
the child was old enough to be without 
a nurse’s attentions and he would dis- 
pense with her services. 

Miss Krususky said she would rather 
die than be separated from the child. 
Next day both disappeared while the 
nurse was taking the child for their 
usual walk before breakfast. 

The child had been living with her 
grandmother since the death of her 
mother, but after Gerhard's second 
marriage he sent for her.

A CHARITY BMERGENOY. 

Insistent appeals for aid will come from Europe 
this winter, where the people of whole cities will 
need food, housing and clothing. These should be 
met to the best of our ability. 

‘But at home, here in St. Louis, the outlook is 
such that an extraordinary stimulus to generosity 
must’ be felt, in order to. prevent unusual suffer- 
ing. In a special report, just issued, the St. Louis 
Provident Association says that, owing to the 
Ruropean war, the recovery from industrial de- 
pression has been retarded. At the present time 
the demands for relief are twice as heavy as usual. 
Employment has been very scarce during the sum- 
mer. This has prevented large numbers of work- 
ing people from saving anythirig. Indeed, they 
‘have daily been getting nearer destitution. What 
will the winter mean for them? The Provident 
Association expects an enormous increase in the 
demand for relief over anything in the past. It 
estimates that, to meet an indebtedness of over 
$3000 and in order to carry on the work that 
will be forced upon it during the coming year, 
$100,000 will be needed. 

In the 12 months ending Sept. 30 this associa- 
tion cared for 4608 families, representing 14,360 
individuals, of whom 6036 were children under 14 
years of age. In all cases where the need e- 
isted, food, fuel, clothing and medicines were 
given. In special emergencies rent is paid. Also 
cost of moving. School children needing them 
are supplied with shoes and even eyeglasses. 

St. Louis people have in the past been generous

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REGISTRATION FRAUDS, 

News that investigation does not disclose whole- 
sale registration frauds and assurances from the 
Republican Election Commissioner and his Dem- 
ocratic colleagues that the registration is the fair- 
est St. Louis has had is gratifying. The investi- 
gation of the charges was imperative. Fraudu- 
lent registration is intolerable. Every man guilty 
of violating the election laws should be prosecuted 
and punished. Vigorous prosecutions should be 
pressed against the few men against whom there 
is evidence of illegal election practices. 

The worst feature of the agitation over the reg- 

istration is the clamor of partisan leaders and 
newspaper organs for the purpose of making po- 
litical capital. Charges of wholesale frauds are 
met by counter’charges and recriminations. The 
public mind is confused and the election pro- 
cesses are clouded with suspicion. Public offi- 
cials are hampered in their work. 

The public should distinguish between investi- 
gation for the purpose of law enforcement and 
partisan noise to confuse political issues. 


DANGEROUS DIGNITY. 

There was a quantity of heated conversation in 
the United States Senate the other day because 
a moving picture outfit got permission to enter 
the Senate chamber and make a few hundred feet 
of film showing the Senators at work. 

Some Senators regarded it as “an attack upon 
their dignity.” 

When a Senator gets into that exalted state of 
mind, he is almost ready (though he may not 
know it) to begin writing his little valedictory. 

Dignity is a fine thing—used in moderation; 
but when any man, anywhere, begins to think 
more about his dignity than about his duty, it is 
clear proof that his sense of proportion has be- 
come so badly warped it isn’t safe to intrust him 
any longer with real responsibility. 

And natural law never does intrust a man in 
that condition with real responsibility for very 
long. 
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PRINZIP’S PLACE IN HISTORY. 

For a few moments on Tuesday the Fates lifted 
the spotlight off the embattled armies in Northern 
France and Eastern Russia and focussed it upon 
a courtroom in Sarajevo, Bosnia. 

Within that room, through which rumbled the 
thunder of the guns of a Servian army struggling 
desperately to take the town and rescue him, Gav- 
rio Prinzip was being formally declared guilty of 
firing the shots that slew the Austrian Archduke 
and his wife and launched the greatest war in 
history. 

What will history do with-Prinzip? Will it 
write him down a murderous conspirator, the red- 
handed tool of scheming dynasts, or as a pure- 
souled patriot, going to certain death in the serv- 
ice of human liberty? In him, as in all men, 
doubtless, motives were mixed. But history rarely 
takes account of mixed motives. History loves 
the dramatic, the ultimate expression of great 
emotion in heroic action. 

Assassination is ever an ugly event; but even 
as the noblest, most fastidiously honorable men 
have repeatedly risked their lives doing the des- 
picable duty of the spy, so others of like char- 
acter have time and again in all ages and many 
lands courted an immortality of infamy in efforts 
te rid mankind of tyrants. 

Whether in good or evil fame, Prinzip’s name 
will certainly outlast, on history’s crimson pages, 
the names of all but two or three of the Kings 
and Generals, Admirals and powerful statesmen 
whom his pistol shots summoned to fratricidal 
strife. Who knows but it may survive them all? 
When was ever the single deed of a single man 
the cue for a more colossal catastrophe? 
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THE LASHLY CHARGES. 

Voters in the county should view with suspicion 
the charges brought against Prosecuting Attorney 
Lashly on the eve of election, the legal investiga- 
tion of which cannot be concluded until after the 
election. They should carefully guard against 
hasty judgment, which may be sought by political 
trickery. 

Mr. Lashly has suffered from the color given 
some of his acts in the Stevens case, but which 
subsequefftly turned out to be misleading. Bar- 
ring proof of impropriety or corruption a public 
official’s character and actual record are the only 
sound foundations of public judgments.

Several Lawyers and Many

ARE FEATURE. AT 
GOLISEUM SHOW 


Officers in Jumping Events Win 
Applause of Society and 
“Rail Birds.” 


An exhibition of rea] horsemanship 
was seen at the Horse Show last night 
when three United States army officers 
from the Mounted Service School, Fort 


Riley, Kan., put their mounts over the 
hurdles. 

While the program was varied enough 
to suit all tastes, the major portion 
of the crowd, from “rail birds’ to ‘‘so- 
ciety in the boxes,”’ centered interest in 
the jumping event of the night, carded 
last. 

The performance of the army officers 
was all the more appreciated when it 
was known that, except for Chiswell 
and Quandry, presented to the Govern- 
ment several years ago by a syndicats 
headed by August Belmont, the rest 


‘of their mounts were only regulation

A similar reception was tendered Lieut. 
H. W. Wagner and Lieut. Sloan Doak 
upon their entrances.

One of the features in the present 
period of financial convalescenceeis the 
‘larger deposits from many sources. 

Collections are being pushed vigorously 
by most business lines, and the fact that 
less capital is being used in the prose- 
cution of trade and commerce is an 
additional motive for more ample deposit 
accounts. A direct reflex of this is to 
be found in the market for time credits, 
which under pressure of recent substan- 
tial demands has dropped to a range of 
§ to 7 per cent. Furthermore out-of- 
town bankers appear willing in some in- 
stances to accept the former rate on 
long-time accommodations of well- 
known makers. Dispatches from other 
financial centers tend to confirm the 
leading St. Louis bankers in the ad- 
vanced position they are taking on the 
future of the money market. 


were made both by institutions and by 
individuals, and some of the securities 
dealt in sold on a 5% per cent invest- 
ment basis, as against a 6 per cent basis 
very lately. 

“It was believed that a loan of $10,- 
000,000 to the French Government, for six 
months, and on a 64% per cent basis, was 
being arranged for, and that other for- 
eign Governments were in the market 
tentatively. 

Bank Report Is Good. 


“A further increase of $9,000,000 in the 
Bank of England's gold holdings this 
past week, as shown in today’s weekly 
statement, brought the total to a figure 
$171,000,000 above the holdings of Aug. 7 
over $122,000, 000 above this date last year, 
and $63,500,000 above the highest level 
ever reached before the present war. 

“This remarkable progressive increase 
again has to be considered in the light 
of the Imperial Bank of Germany’s 
equally continuous gain of $120,000, 000 
gold since the last week of peace (in- 
cluding, however, $51, 000,000, the contents 
of the Spandau ‘war chest’ ), bringing 
the total $151,000,000 above the closing 
week of last October. 

“Even the Imperial Bank of Russia, 
+4 the latest returns at hand, holds 
$78,500,000 more gold than a year ago, 
part of the increase having occurred 
since last July, and the Bank of France, 
though it held at the opening of October 
something like $10,000,000 less in gold 
than on July 30, nevertheless held $126,- 
000,000 more than in October. 1913. 

The Banking Position. 


“It is true, as everybody knows, that 
the burder of emergency loans or emer- 
gency note circulation, as the case may 
be, has been so prodigious that even 
these huge additions to the gold re- 
serve of the bellizerent states leaves 
the banking position tar less strong as 
a whole than it was 12 months ago. 

“With all of this week’s huge Bain in 
gold, the Bank of England’s 29% per 
cent ratio of reserve to hability, thaugh 
the highest by far since the war broke 
out, compares badly enough with the 
644% per cent of a year ago. 

“Nevertheless, the fact is increasingly 
forcing itse:if on recognition, that these 
remarkable facilities to command the 
alternate reserve money has simplified 
enormously the fiscal problems of the 
hour. It is matched, as a significant 
economic phenomenon, by the fact that 
in Saturday’s return of the New York 
Clearing house institutions, despite the 
enormous gold exports ol the past eight 
months, they held $14,000,000 more specie 
than a year before, while the national 
banks of the country as a whole had 
increased their holdings in their reports 
of Sept. 12, $18,000,000 over 1913. 

“Nothing like this has ever been 
known in war times, whether in beilig- 
erent or in neutral states, and the 
question erturns insistently, whether 
such phenomena in the matier of bank- 
ing reserve, is not bound, in some sub- 
stantial degree, to mitigate the usual 
effect of war on the market for capital 
and credit. 


Sight Exchange Easier. 

“Sight exchange on London ruled 
for the most part half-cent lower at 
4.90, and there was a slightly easier 
tone to the market for French and 
for Italian exchange. Offerings of 
Italian exchange were believed to re- 
flect the large shipments of food- 
stuffs to Italian ports for the account 
of Germany. 

“The fall in French exchange had 
to do with the purchases of material 
needed by the French army. These 
purchases have ranged all the way 
from army boots to barbed wire, and 
have aggregated a very large amount. 

“The offerings of money were so 
heavy that some of the banks showed 
a large reserve percentage. They were 
glad to make their contributions to 
the cotton pool, on basis which will 
give them a 6 per cent income from 
advances made on cotton taken at a 
valuation of only 4% cents a pound. 

“The cotton pool was not closed, 
however, as the out-of-town banks 
have not been heard from yet, and 
the banks of the large reserve cen- 
ters take the position thet the scheme 
ought not to be financed on the basis 
of loans made only by the heavily 
capitalized Eastern institutions. 

“Some of the banks arranged to pay 
over their subscriptions for the stock 
of the Federal Reserve Bank, and 
the chances are that most of the $3,- 
300,000 to be paid in by the banks 
of this district will be provided be- 
fore the close of the week. 

“The view was held that the action 
of the Federal Reserve Board in ask 
ing that the member banks’ make 
their payments for stock subscrip 
tion, and for reserves, with gold 
taken out of their own vaults, and 
not out of the vaults of their corre- 
spondents in the central reserve cit- 
jes, would relieve the banks of this 
city of having to provide a good 
share of the total payment.”

Selling by Chicago grain houses caused | 
a break of lc a bushel in wheat futures 
in the Windy City early todaY and low- 
ered the local market about the same 
amount in sympathy. There was noth- 
ing in the market news to support the 
decline, howaver, and traders attributed 
the movemeut to efforts of strong inter- 
ests to accumulate some cheap wheat. 
In the late trading prices advanced 
sharply on reports of export sales. Final 
quotations were fractionally above yes- 
terday’s finals. 

Foreign news showed nothing to indi- 
cate improved chances of early peace, 
and exports continue on a liberal scale, 
although slightly less urgent than a 
fortnight ago. Northwest receipts con- 
tinue moderate. 

Winnipeg had 260 cars of wheat, 
against 187 last week and 804 last year. 
Duluth 394, against 234 and 453. Minne- 
apolis 354, against 418 and 843. 

The official Liverpool cable said: 
‘‘Easier American cables and larger re- 
ceipts were offset here by scarcity of 
American shippers’ offers and a broad- 
ening demand. During the morning there 
was some tendency toward easigess as 
a result of continued favorable reports 
from India and expectation of large In- 
dian shipments this week, but again 
support was in evidence and at midday 
the undertone’ was very firm. Futures 
were not quoted and the spot market 
was steady and unchanged. Actual busi- 
ness in Manitobas and hard winters was 
at 1% to 3d advance from yesterday.”’ 

Corn futures were easy to lower, in 
sympathy with wheat. Receipts were 
moderate and the cash trade only fair. 
Weather over the corn belt, however, 
was ideal for gathering and curing the 
crop. A strong rally marked the close, 
which was firm and a sharp fraction 
higher. 

In Liverpool corn showed a firm un- 
dertone as a result of the advance in 
freight from Argentina and lighter ar- 
rivals. Easy American cables and fore- 
cast of liberal Argentine shipments were 
without influence. There was an im- 
proved demand for spot in the foreign 
market and cargoes were firmly held. 

Liverpool wheat closed firm, Oct. 4d 
higher; Nov. %d higher. Corn firm, Nov. 
14d higher, compared with yesterday’s 
opening. 

Broomhall estimates Argentine wheat 
shipments this week at 80.000 bu; corn 
3,875,000 bu. He says in Bulgaria the 
weather is favorable and  harvestinf 
finished, with the wheat crop 46,936,000 
bu, last year 40,000,000. Corn 33,150,000 
bu, against 34,000,000 last year. Oats 10,- 
450,000 bu, last vear 20,000,000. 

New York wired: ‘‘France’s shortage 
of wheat is becoming pronounced, not- 
withstanding large purchases, and con- 
sumption is on a large scale and native 
offers are small. Paris market is ad- 
vancing sharply.” 

Chicago wired: “There is an export 
demand for all kinds of grain every 
day and it seems to be only a question 
of freight room. AS soon as exporters 
are able to get tonnage offered it seems 
to be grabbed up and business results.”’
